What IS It about cookie cravings in December? Ah, who cares— 


let’s pig out!

FOR REDEYE 

Mix the flour. Beat the eggs. Scoop the dough. 
... Mix the flour. Beat the eggs. Scoop the 
dough. ... Mix the flour. Beat the eggs. Scoop 
the dough. ... 

Get the point? Now repeat, oh, about a 
dozen more times, and do NOT stray from the 
process. 

Kate Cole has developed a precise “cookie 
chain of command” over the years, a method 
that allows the freelance photographer to mer- 
rily crank out batch after batch of holiday treats 
in her Lakeview kitchen. 

“My friend once made a really good sugar 
cookie, and I wanted to try it out,” Cole, 27, 
recently told RedEye during a break in her bak- 
ing. “Since then, everyyear I’ve gone crazy with 
making cookies.” 

Step aside birthday cakes, Valentine’s candies 
and Thanksgiving pies, this is December— 
cookie season— and standards are high for the 
dessert of choice. Chewy or crunchy, home- 
made or store-bought, hot out of the oven or 
served at room temperature, the cookie is at its 
peak of popularity on the calendar, when even 
the most casual cookie appreciator becomes a 
connoisseur. 

This year. Cole has whipped up peppermint 
sugar cookies and an oatmeal-pomegranate 
blend— and she’s toying with the thought of 
breaking out her old goat cheese gingerbread 
recipe, a confection she says tastes fantastic out 
of the oven but has the bad habit of fading once 
it has cooled. 

There is just one rule in Cole’s kitchen during 
the holiday baking frenzy: unsalted butter only 

“I’ll taste the first cookie out of the first 
batch just to make sure it’s how I like it,” said 
Cole, who expects to bake about eight dozen 
cookies before the year is through. If the cook- 
ie isn’t the right flavor or texture, she’ll tweak 
the recipe or the temperature of her oven by a 
couple of degrees. 

Of course, true cookie devotees like their 
dessert no matter what time ofyear— a concept 


Joe Bova and Jeff Steinberg are banking on as 
they prepare to open Cookie Bar next month 
in Lincoln Park. 

“We’ve catered parties and {served] cookies 
and cupcakes,” said Steinberg, a screenwriter 
who baked with Bova for a year and a half before 
they decided to open their own shop. “People 
prefer cookies, and we wanted to reinvent the 
cookie store.” 

The concept of Cookie Bar is pretty self- 
explanatory Customers will be able to belly up 
to the “bar,” designed in a retro 1970s theme, 
for shots of milk and 18 different cookies daily, 
including as many as six varieties of chocolate 
chip cookie. For culinary daredevils, the bakery 
occasionally will serve— brace yourself, now— 
oatmeal-chili-mango-macadamia nut cookies. 

Holiday cookies tend to be a little more tra- 
ditional-chocolate chip, sugar or spice— and 
our winter passion for them is driven by nos- 
talgia, said Stephanie Samuels, owner of Angel 
Food Bakery in Ravenswood. 


“The holidays give people an excuse to go 
all-out,” she said. “They pull out all the stops 
and go carte blanche to have all their favorite 
cookies.” 

But just because cookies traditionally are 
loaded with naughty ingredients— butter, eggs 
and sugar— doesn’t mean they can’t also be 
nice. 

In fact, desserts can be a gateway into a 
more healthy diet, said raw food chef Linda 
Szarkowski. 

“We all want those treats, especially around 
the holidays,” she said. 

To satisfy her sweet tooth, Szarkowski makes 
chocolate mint squares, truffles and almond 
date balls that use no refined sugar, dairy, trans 
fats or processed foods. Szarkowski also doesn’t 
bake her treats above 118 degrees. 

“Most people say they taste better than reg- 
ular cookies and desserts,” she said. “They are 
still very sweet and decadent, but you don’t get 
that heavy feeling after eating them.”

Despite the cookie’s popularity, some dessert 
lovers snub the treat over the holidays. 

Lindsay Shepherd, a baker at Molly’s Cupcakes 
in Lincoln Park, makes varieties of fudge for her 
friends and relatives because it’s easier to ship 
and stays fresh longer than cookies. 

Not that Shepherd, 27, hates cookies— it’s 
just that “it’s hard to break fudge.” 

Cole will stick to cookies, thank you very 
much. The amateur pastry chef says she’ll fire 
up her amateur cookie factory for any friend 
who asks— oatmeal toffee, chocolate chip 
and raisin, or fruit. She’ll even top some with 
a little frosting infused with her secret ingredi- 
ent-lemon juice. 

It’s a fun holiday tradition. Cole says, but 
experience has taught her too much cookie 
appreciation isn’t necessarily a good thing. 

“I try not to eat too many of them,” she 
said. “The first year I got super sick eating too

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DO IT ALL FOR 
THE COOKIE 

Tiffany Mac Isaac is, by her own admission, a 
“cookie snob.” An extra minute or two in the 
oven, in her opinion, can spell ruin. If cookies 
are no longer warm— any more than 
lo minutes out of the oven— Mac Isaac just 
isn’t interested. 

“Cookies are easy to make, but they’re not 
easy to make great,” the 28 -year-old pastry 
chef said. “People at home read a recipe and it 
says eight to 10 minutes. But it could be eight; 
it could be five. There are so many factors, and 
every oven is different.” 

To help put you on the path to cookie great- 
ness, Macisaac shared a handful of pointers. 

THE WASHINGTON POST 



» When baking chewy 
cookies, always pull them 
out of the oven one minute 
before you think they are 
done. Overbaking ruins their 
texture. 

» When using a rolled cookie 
dough, re-roll the scraps just 
once. (It may help to roll out 
small portions of dough at 
a time.) Overworked dough 
can result in a dry, crumbly 
cookie. But you can pat any 
remaining dough onto a 
baking sheet. The baked and 
crumbled cookies are great 
for making cookie crusts 
or for sprinkling over ice 
cream. 

» Get to know your oven. 
Find out whether it heats 
from the top or the bottom. 
An oven that heats from 


the bottom may have a 
tendency to burn foods 
baked on the bottom rack. 
To guard against burning 
cookies that are baked even 
on the middle rack, place a 
similarly sized empty baking 
sheet on the bottom rack to 
absorb some of the heat. 

» Preheat a gas oven at 
25 degrees hotter than the 
temperature required for 


a particular cookie recipe. 
When the sheet of cookies 
goes in, reduce the heat to 
the proper temperature. 

(The oven temperature 
usually drops when you put 
something into the oven, 
causing the flame to ignite. 
Starting at a slightly higher 
temperature will allow the 
temperature to drop without 
further ignition.)

Part of the reason for our lack of com- 
pany might be timing. Until last week. 
Chaise didn’t start serving brunch until 
2 p,m, — great for those popping bottles 
of Perrier Jouet in the swanky Bucktown 
lounge’s rooftop cabanas until last call 
the night before, but limiting for every- 
body else, (Maybe it’s just us, but by 
4 p,m, on a Sunday, we’re already think- 
ing about dinner,) But last weekend. 
Chaise wised up and started rolling out 
brunch three hours earlier. 

Chef Cary Taylor worked in Europe 
and logged time at Blackbird, Avenues 
and the now-shuttered Ambria before 
landing at Chaise last year, but he’s 
originally from Georgia, You might 


guess it from his menu. Many ingre- 
dients are locally sourced, but there’s 
Southern comfort at every turn. 
Granted, down-home favorites such 
as shrimp and grits ($io), biscuits and 
gravy ($9) and chicken and waffles 
($14) are everywhere lately, but here, 
they have extra credibility 
Southern fare is just a starting point. 

In keeping with Chaise’s Miami Beach- 
inspired decor, Taylor’s menu treads 
farther south with Caribbean French 
toast ($10), topped with pineapple relish, 
chocolate sauce and coconut whipped 
cream, and brings in Mexican flavors 
with dishes such as morning tacos ($11) 
and huevos infierno ($9), eggs baked in a 
crock of spicy tortiUa-tomato sauce. 

The dish that should eventually pack 
the dining room, though, is the Cuban 
croque madame ($12), an artful mashup 
of two classic sandwiches. Thick brioche 
toast is browned just enough to main- 
tain crunch under a creamy pepperjack 
mornay sauce, then piled with incredibly 
juicy hunks of pulled turkey, salty jamon 
serrano and a fried egg. The jamon teams 



up with pickles and mustard to provide 
necessary contrast to the cheese sauce, 
perfecting a balanced marriage of Cuban 
and French flavors. 

If you’re prone to lingering, do it over 
a bloody mary They’re hard to resist 
thanks to a cart loaded with vodkas, 
stuffed olives, garnishes and various hot 


sauces lurking in the corner. Your server 
will wheel it over and fiU your glass with 
everything you’d like for just $5, At that 
price — and since no one’s waiting for 
your table— you might as well have two,

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Nightclubs geared for 
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Associated Press 

LONG BEACH, Calif. Move 
over, it’s Saturday night 
at Club Bounce and 
people are bouncing 
onto the dance floor in 
a big, big way 

These are big, big 
people, all dressed to 
the nines and many tip- 
ping the scales at 250, 
maybe 300 pounds. 

That’s because this expansive nightclub a 
couple blocks from the Pacific Ocean, with its 
flashing lights, friendly atmosphere and wall- 
rattling hip-hop sounds, caters specifically to 
fat people. 

That’s right, fat people. Not just any fat peo- 
ple, either, but fat people who are proud to call 
themselves fat people. People who joke that they 
are part of the new Fat is Phat movement. 

“Self-conscious? No! Not at all,” laughs 
Monique Lopez, a curvaceous woman of 23 as 
she arrives in a tight, black dress and heels. “I 
was like, ‘Pm going to Club Bounce tonight. Fm 
going to wear my shortest skirt.’ ” (Which she 
did.) 

The movement for equal rights for plus-sized 
people is nothing new of course. The National 
Association to Advance Fat Acceptance, with 
chapters around the country, was founded 
40 years ago. A nonprofit group, it advocates 
that everyone be treated equally regardless of 
size, arguing that we don’t live in a one-size-fits- 
all world. 

But what has been slower coming, fat advo- 
cates say, are places like Club Bounce, where 
people who might have some trouble get- 
ting past the velvet ropes at other night spots 
because of their size are made to feel like they 
fit right in. 

“When you’re not what they consider ideal, 
you know, and you’re out there trying to get 


your dance on at those other places, you get 
the looks, the stares. But not here. Everything’s 
accepted here,” says Vanessa Gray of Long 
Beach, an attractive 30-something woman who 
acknowledges jovially that after giving birth to 
three children, “Fve got a little more meat on 
my bones.” 

Not that every large person prefers to be 
called fat, especially by someone who isn’t. 


Lisa Marie Garbo, who opened Club Bounce 
five years ago, says she prefers plus-sized or 
larger-framed. 

“But I don’t think fat is a bad word anymore,” 
she adds. “I think a lot of people embrace it 
now” 

But while not all club-goers are overweight, 
the very nature of such venues has led some to 
question whether they are encouraging people

to remain fat in a society where, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, 
one-third of adults are already obese. 

“Fm not a gain-weight advocate or anything 
like that,” says Garbo, who adds she has strug- 
gled with her own weight since doctors put her 
on steroids as a child to treat her asthma. “My 
message to people is live your life no matter 
what size you are.”

Hollywood studios dreaming of a Blu-ray Christmas

LOS ANGELES Although prices for some Blu- 
ray players dropped below $100 this holiday 
season, customers are hesitating to jump into 
the next-generation video format. Even people 
who already own Blu-ray players are still buying 
movies on DVDs. 

One big reason: Blu-ray discs won’t play on 
standard DVD players found in cars, comput- 
ers and bedrooms. 

Now Hollywood— which is banking on the 


pricier Blu-ray discs to help lift sagging home 
video sales— is stepping up its efforts to win 
customers. Studios are packaging Blu-ray discs 
with regular versions on DVDs, and throwing 
in so-called “digital copies,” which can play on 
computers and iPods. 

Over the past month or so, “Up,” “Harry 
Potter and the Half-Blood Prince” and many 
other hit movies were released in such combo 
packs. Universal is releasing its “Bourne” mov- 
ies on “flipper” discs with Blu-ray on one side 


and DVD on the other. Such combos gener- 
ally cost about $20 — sometimes 50 percent to 
70 percent less than what it would cost to buy a 
Blu-ray disc and DVD separately 
Movie studios have been pushing Blu-ray for 
its crystal-clear sound and images, which can be 
enjoyed even without the best flat-panel TVs. 
Yet DVDs remain more convenient because 
players and computer drives that read DVD 
discs are ubiquitous. Two-thirds of the 92 mil- 
lion US. households that have a DVD player 


have more than one. 

Shoppers say utility and portability are 
sometimes more important than the picture 
and sound quality that Blu-ray enables. That’s 
why studios have resorted over the past year to 
including computer- and iPod-friendly digital 
copies in many movie packages. 

“With all these gadgets, of course, it is a con- 
venience to have a digital copy,” said Ross De 
La Cuesta, holding his iPod and iPhone in the 
movie aisle at a Target store in Glendale, Calif
